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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-20 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of record 
does not disclose or teach a magnetic field distribution that periodically alternates in a first and 
second direction wherein the magnetic field distribution is anisotropic with respect to the first 
and second directions in combination with the other features of claims 1 and 13. As applicant 
pointed out in the response of 8/5/2005, there is a large difference between anisotropic magnets 
and an anisotropic magnetic field. Furthermore, simply placing anisotropic magnets in an array 
such as shown in figure 1A of Hazelton et al. 6,188,147 Bl would not produce an anisotropic 
field. Only a modified array such as shown in applicant's figure 4 would produce such a field. 
Williams 6,353,271 Bl discloses a system having fine positioning in 6 axes and coarse 
positioning in 1 axis. Replacing the linear actuators of Williams with a planar motor might 
suggest the desirability of having anisotropic magnetic fields but no teaching has been found in 
the prior art regarding how an anisotropic magnetic field could be created with an array.
